IX] Hereas by Our Proclamation of the ninth day of Auguſt , in the 


M ſixth yeer of Our Reign , fo2 p2cvention of ſund2y falſities and de- 
13h cetpts then pzactiſedin the dyingof Silks, whereby the weight ther- 
SY of was beyond a juſt p2opoztionincrealed , and the Diltk weakencd 
Sol and cozrupted (amongit other Rules by Us then pzeſcribed) wee did 
SOS ſtraitly charge aud command, That no Silk-dyer ſhould dic anySilk 
/ | befoze the Gamme were fair boyled oif from tie Dilk being Vaw,ſo 
5/f that the pound of Raw-lilk which befoze the Gumme boyled off, was 
{irteen ounces,ſhould be reduced totwvelve ounces 92 therabouts when 
——> 28> | (he Guniune was boyled off : A:.d wherc as it hath lince appeared by 
tcſtimome of ſund2y LPerchants,Mercers, Siulkmen,b20ad t narrow Silk-weavers,that there 
tsaſo:t of Silk, called hard-Siik dyed upon the Gumime,whicy isno other thenraw ſilk dyed 
o2 coloured, and although it be dyed upon the Gu:mme , pctif it be not increaſed in the weight 
above the lumnitations hereafter mentioned, (Whichis no mo2e then to make the colour firm and 
beautifull)the ſame is no way thereby weakened oz cozrupted, and 15 neceſſarily uſed inthe ma- 
kingof tufted-Taffaties, figured-Sattens, fine ſl:1ght-Ribbands, and Ferrct-Ribbands, both 
_— = colours, but not to be uſed in any other Stuffcs, Laces o2xPanufactures of Silk 
atLoever. 

Wee taking the p:emilles into conſideration, and being infozmed thyat the neceTary ule of the 
ſaid hard Silkin the fozeſatd Yanufactures will conduce much tothe enlargement of the Silk- 
'Lrade here, and to the employment of many thouſands of Dur poo2 Subjects in thetr fcve- 
rall Trades, have thought fit hereby to deciare Pur Royall will and pleaſure to be, that the 
ſaid Inhibition, that no Silk dyer do die any Silk bctoze the Gumnme be fair boyled off from 
tze Silk being Raw, ſhal. be explained andqualited with this exception; Viz. Excepthard Dik 
which 1s 02 ſhall benſcd in oz fo2 the making of tufced Taffatics, figured Sattcns, fine ſlcight 
Ribbands,and Ferret-Ribbands oneiy,and not otherwiſe ; The ſaid Þnhibition in Dar ſaid 


P2oclamation, o2in any other, tothe contrary thereofin any wiſe notwithſtanding. And Wee 
do hereby ſtraitly charge and command, That no Dilk-dier,oz any other perſon oz perſons ſhall 
at any time hereafter die any hard Ditk into black oz colours, which ſhall be increaſed in weight 
above the limitations following viz. The pound weight of Raw oz Th:own Silk conteining 
lixteen ounces, being died into any coloured hard Dilk, not to erceed ſixteen ounces when it is 
died, with half an ounceat the moſt foz remedy; And the pound weight of Raw oz Thzown 
Dilk , conteining lirteeen ounces, being died into Dpanith black hard S1lk, not toerceed nine- 
teen ounces when it is died, without any addition foz remedy. 

And We dolikewiſe ſtraitly charge and command, that no perſon o2 perſons whatſoever, 
ſhalluſe, o2mire any hard Silk in the making, weaving oz wozking of any Panufactures of 
Dilk whatſoever, other then tufted Taffaties , figured Dattins, fine leight Ribbands,and 
Ferret Ribbands, upon pain of fozfeiture thereof ; and of ſuch farther penalties and 
puniſhments as ſhall be meet to be inflicted onthe offenders therein. 

And Wee do further declare Our Royall will and pleaſure to be, anddo hereby charge and 
command , Thatno perſon o2 perſons whatſoever, ſhall at any time hereafter impozt oz bzing 
into our Realm of England, any Stuffes oz other Panufactures, made o2 mired with hard 
Dllk, other then tufted Taffaties,:and Figured Dattins; Noz thatany perſon oz perſons ſhall 
atany time after one yeer nownert enſuing, impozt oz bzing into Our ſaid Realm of England, 
o2 ſhall here make o2 wozk any Stuffes whatloever made oz mired with Silk , which ſhall 
not be in b:eadth full half yard nail and half nail within the two Liſts, upon pain of ſeizure 
and fozfeitureto us ofthe ſame. 

And Wee do further ſtraitly charge and command, aſwell the Governour and Company 
of Silk-men of London, ag all other Dur Subjects whom it _ concern, to ule their beſt 
diligence tofinde out the abuſes inthe deceitfull on and Sale of the ſatd hard Silk, and of 
all ſuch Manufactures belonging to the Trade of Silkmen, oz otheriviſe as ſhall be made 
with hard Silk, contrary to our Royall pleaſure herein declared, tothe end they may be p20- 
12eded againlt and puniſhed acco2ding to the merit of their deceipts and offences.
